A FATHER and son have 
been stabbed outside a Wol¬ 
laston factory.

An 
incident had taken place 
where two men had received 
stab wounds. 

“They were taken to hos¬ 
pital for medical treatment 
and forensics teams were 
called to the site. I confirm 
this did not take place in the 
building itself.” 

The older man remained 
in hospital and the younger 
was discharged, police said. 

Four men were arrested at 
the scene on suspicion of 
assault. Anyone with infor¬ 
mation is asked to call the 
Force CID on 101.

Tributes paid after rugby stalwart dies at the age of 72

A FORMER rugby player and “guiding 
light” for Stourbridge Rugbly Club 
club has died following a long battle 
against cancer. 

Roger Parkes, aged 72, of Kidder¬ 
minster, died peacefully in hospital 
onSunday. He had fought the condi¬ 
tion for two years. Mr Parkes leaves 
behind his wife Jean and children 
Russell and Sarah. 

He had been associated with Stour¬ 
bridge Rugby, working with both 
Saxons and Lions sides at the club, for 
decades. Members of the club and offi¬ 


cials from the North Midlands Rugby 
Football Union paid tribute to a “giant 
of the game and true gentleman to the 
end”. 

Earlier this year the self-employed 
delivery driver had been honoured 
with the long-service accolade at the 
North Midlands RFU Volunteer 
Awards. 

He played as a prop in Stourbridge’s 
first team from 1958 to 1982, compet¬ 
ing in more than 300 games. He was 
Colts manager from 1990 to 1996, 
served as club president in 1997 and 


was the second team manager from 
1998 to 2003. 

Mr Parkes retained an active 
involvement with both the Saxons and 
Lions until the end of his life and was 
still match referee liaison officer for 
both. 

Stourbridge director of rugby Neil 
Mitchell said: “If you talk about Black 
Country rugby then it was Roger 
Parkes. I have been associated with 
the club for 17 years and he has been 
an ever-present guiding light. ”

Mick Hollis added: “Roger was always 
there to help. No matter what was 
needed he could always be counted on. 

“He will be very much missed by all 
at the club. His achievements and 
kindness will always be remembered.”

PIONEERING surgery has enabled a Stourbridge woman 
to live her life to the full for the first time since she was 
born with a hole in her heart. Natalie Jones, aged 22, is the 
first person in the country to have robotic heart surgery 
that reduces recovery time from months to weeks. 

It took place at the Heart and 
Lung Centre of New Cross Hospital, 

Wolverhampton, using a procedure 
with Da Vinci robotic technology. 

Surgeons carried out the open 
heart operation by directing four 
robot arms from a separate console. 

The mother of two said: “To think 
that I’m up and about already is 
amazing.” 

The procedure is more common in 
America, where it was developed. 

Only two other hospitals in Europe, 
in Finland and Sweden, use it. 

A tiny camera on the end of an 
arm gives surgeons unrivalled views 
of the heart, while surgical metal 
‘fingers’ do the crucial work. 

The sharp reduction in recovery 
time comes from only small incisions 
being made to enable the arms to 
gain access, as opposed to making 
cuts through the breastbone as is 
done in normal heart surgery which 
take longer to heal. 

Surgeons Moninder Bhabra and 
Stephen Billing jointly carried out 
the two procedures last week - swap¬ 
ping over from console and bedside 
halfway through to share the load - 
and hope to do around 30 per year. 

Mr Billing said they were pleased 
and lucky to have the opportunity to

use the Da Vinci system and to be 
able to offer it to our patients, who 
were given the option as to have 
robotic or regular surgery. 

“You can’t put a price on how 
quickly the patient feels back to 
normal,” he added. 

“With this reduced access proce¬ 
dure the pain settles very quickly. 

Natalie said: “It wasn’t an easy 
decision because it hadn’t been done 
in the UK but I wanted to recover 
more quickly for my little son Dylan. 

“The option was given to me and I 
was really nervous about it but I just 
needed to see Dylan as soon as possi¬ 
ble. There isn’t as much scarring 
either.” 


Appeal to 
cut speed 
in the Old 
Quarter 

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to cut the speed 
limit along some of the 
oldest streets in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Residents in the Old 
Quarter say the 30mph limit 
is “inappropriate” because 
of the narrowness of roads . 

They claim the problem is 
made worse by high levels of 
on-street parking that 
leaves even less room for 
cars to man-oeuvre. 

Their calls on Dudley 
Council to reduce the limit 
to 20mph are supported by 
councillors for the area. 

And Cabinet member for 
transport, Councillor Judy 
Foster, said: “The council 
will be considering the 
installation of a number of 
20mph zones outside 
schools. 

“This may not be appro¬ 
priate or easily enforceable 
in other areas. However, we 
will have a look at the issues 
raised.” 

Resident Edward Davies, 
of Cobden Street, said: “For 
years the Old Quarter, with 
its narrow roads and streets, 
has endured this inappropri¬ 
ate 30mph speed limit. 

“Increased car usage, rat- 
runs, congestion and on¬ 
street parking have replaced 
the era of horse and cart, 
bicycle and the occasional 
car more appropriate to this 
area. “The current 30mph 
limit is simply not fit for 
purpose and should be 
replaced with a lower limit.”

MORE than 2,000 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion against plans to build a retirement village 
on a former school site amid fears that park¬ 
land will be lost. 

Developer Midland Heart is forging ahead with plans for 
the firm’s third extra care housing scheme to be built in 
Dudley borough. It will be built on the demolished Cradley

Order is put 
on rubbish 
firm over 
waste limit 

A LEGAL order has been 
placed on a Dudley waste 
management firm in a bid to 
stop a pile of rubbish from 
getting any bigger. 

Refuse Derived Fuel 
(RDF), Brierley Hill is locked 
in a battle with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency over the 40ft 
mound of waste on its land. 

At a High Court hearing in 
Birmingham last week, 
Judge Victor Hall agreed an 
interim injunction, which 
means the equivalent weight 
of any rubbish added to pile 
will also have to come off. 

The Environment Agency 
had called for the implemen¬ 
tation of a stricter injunction 
- ordering the firm to cut the 
size of the pile and banning it 
from adding any more 
rubbish at all. 

But a decision on this was 
delayed after the defence said 
it had not had enough time to 
look at the evidence. 

Mr Nick Cole, represent¬ 
ing the Environment Agency, 
argued bosses of RDF had 
repeatedly ignored calls to 
get the waste to an accept¬ 
able level. 

Dan White, defending, said 
the recent poor weather had 
stopped the firm adhering to 
waste reduction targets. An 
injunction hearing is due on 
December 10 and 11. 


Hill Park. Bosses at the firm 
say they will lodge plans for 
the independent living 
scheme with Dudley Council 
within the next few weeks. 

But residents fear part of 
the park will need to be 
developed to create access to 
the site and accommodate 
extra cars. 

The campaign is being 
spearheaded by the Cradley 
Community Champions - a 
team of volunteers nomi¬ 
nated to represent the local 
area. 

Val Bloomer, secretary of 
the Friends of Homer Hill, 
said the group was worried 
that nearby routes would 
become clogged with traffic 
and access points would 
have to be built on green 
space.

She added: “The number 
of 200 or so people men¬ 
tioned as being resident in 
the complex can be added to 
greatly by visitors, general 
staff, round-the-clock 
carers, and suppliers driving 
through the park, poten¬ 
tially at any time of the day 
and night, and on every day 
of the year. 

“There would not be a safe 
time for park users, and in 
particular children and dog 
walkers, to enjoy the ameni¬ 
ties of the park for sport, 
exercise or relaxation. 

“To permit access through 
a park specifically to service 
a new development would 
set a dangerous precedent.” 

Nick Byrne, of Midland 
Heart, said: “We have reas¬ 
sured residents that we are 
considering a number of 
options including using the 
former entrance and exit of 
Cradley High School.”

does. The people have nothing to 
fear over the trust. 

“It will continue to be managed 
in Stourbridge.” 


Cameras idea to keep 
station lifts working 


STAFF cuts mean train operator London 
Midland will have to install CCTV cameras to 
keep lifts in railway stations up and running 
for elderly and disabled people. 

The company, which runs lines between Kidderminster 
and Stratford-on-Avon and between Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham, has won approval from the Department for 
Transport to introduce reductions in staffing levels and 
ticket office opening hours for 86 stations. Many are in the 
West Midlands, including Stourbridge and Sandwell. 


Shopovuners 
concerned 
as crossing 
is approved 

PLANS for a zebra crossing 
along a busy Dudley road 
have received the go-ahead 
despite traders saying the 
measure will cause more 
problems than it solves. 

They have opposed plans 
for one near the junction of 
Park Road and Chad Road, 
Woodsetton, saying it is too 
close to a busy corner. 

They fear it will lead to the 
loss of parking near to their 
shops which could impact on 
trade. But the crossing 
scheme has now been signed 
off and is scheduled to be 
installed by December. 

Councillor Keiran Casey 
said the crossing was badly 
needed as elderly residents 
had complained it was diffi¬ 
cult to get across the car¬ 
riageway at busy times. 

He said while the concerns 
of traders had been taken 
into account, there was only 
a limited area where the 
crossing could go. 

Traders said they were 
disappointed with the deci¬ 
sion which they believed 
would increase the risk of 
accidents along the road. 

Councillor Casey said: 
“Council officers have 
carried an extensive study.” 


Because of staff cuts, lifts 
need to be turned off by the 
last worker leaving the 
building for safety reasons. 

That causes problems for 
passengers wanting to use 
the three-levelled Smeth¬ 
wick Galton Bridge for 
example, when the station is 
not manned. Staffing hours 
are being reduced there 
from 6.09am to 11.37pm, 
down to 6.15am-lpm, 
Monday to Friday. 

London Midland has con¬ 
firmed it is in talks to install 
CCTV cameras so workers 
elsewhere can monitor the 
lifts in case of problems. 
They could be kept open 
despite the lack of staff. 

Problems 

Passengers would operate 
the lifts, but camera opera¬ 
tors would watch for prob¬ 
lems or emergencies. 

Richard Brooks, commer¬ 
cial director at London 
Midland, said: “As the lifts 
are owned by Network Rail 
we are discussing with them 
the best way to achieve 
this.” 

Smethwick councillor 
Roger Horton, the lead 
member for rail on the 
region’s transport authority 
Centro, said: “You’ve got to 
ask what is the back-up. If it 
breaks down, where are the 
people to put it right? You 
could be stuck in there for 
hours.” 

Centro opposed the staff 
cuts. They were approved 
last month.

Changes 
could be 
made to 
cut speed 

SPEED measures installed 
in Kinver could be altered a 
second time after residents 
complained of continuing 
traffic chaos. 

Villagers have battled to 
get pinch points placed on 
the carriageway removed - 
claiming that they leave 
drivers confused over who 
has the right of way. 

And traders say the High 
Street becomes heavily con¬ 
gested at delivery times as 
there is no space for lorries 
to pull in to drop off goods. 

The High Street traffic 
measures were installed in a 
£900,000 revamp. 

But Staffordshire County 
Council said it was planning 
to carry out an independent 
survey of traffic in the area 
to look at speed and volume. 

Once this has been com¬ 
pleted the authority will 
consider whether further 
revisions should be made to 
the scheme already in place. 

Villagers have previously 
won a reduction in the 
number of pinch points at 
the Dunsley Road and Stone 
Lane ends of the High 
Street. 

But they say further 
action is needed to deal with 
the continuing problems. 

Trader James Hartland, 
of The Butchery, said: “The 
right of way is so confusing 
for drivers. It is only a 
matter of time before there 
is a serious collision if action 
is not taken soon.”

Old ambulance base is to 
make way for new homes

The redundant station in Margaret Drive, 

Oldswinford will be knocked down by 
Horgan Homes and Developments Ltd. 

The station was put on the market for a 
price tag of £150,000 earlier this year as part 
of a shake-up of services across the Black 
Country. Other stations in Halesowen, 

Oldbury, Wombourne and Cradley Heath are 
also being sold off. 

Proposals for four detached three- 
bedroom houses have been approved by 
Dudley Council. Planning officer Jenny 
North said: “This is a brownfield site located 
within an established residential area as 
such its development for residential pur¬ 
poses is considered to be acceptable.” 

In a design and access statement, submit¬ 
ted with the plans, agent James Stafford 
says the scheme includes a private access 
road, garages and parking spaces for the 
homes. 

Approved 

The station was shut as part of West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service’s Make Ready 
scheme, which involves the creation of two 
new maintenance hubs operating 24 hours a 
day in Willenhall and Dudley, serving 27 
community stations across the region. 

Plans to demolish Halesowen ambulance 
station and build seven homes have also 
been approved by Dudley Council. The plans 
were put forward by developer Knarsboro 
Homes Ltd. 

Meanwhile Kidderminster ambulance 
station will also be sold off. It will be replaced 
by three community bases and paramedics 
will collect their ambulances from either 
Bromsgrove or Worcester. 

Bosses also plan to have open a commu¬ 
nity station in Stourport.

BOYS and girls at a new foot¬ 
ball academy could be the 
first in the West Midlands to 
graduate with foundation 
degrees - as well as the 
chance to be snapped up as 
professionals. 

Kidderminster Harriers Football 
Academy, based at Stourbridge 
College’s Centre of Sporting Excel¬ 
lence, kicked off in March and opened 
a new section for girls just last month. 

The college is hoping it will get Gov¬ 
ernment funding approval, through 
the University of Worcester, to launch 
a new foundation degree in football 
studies business management. 

The two-year course, costing £4,500 
a year, would be a passport for students 
to move on to a Bachelor of Arts in 
business management at the univer¬ 
sity. 

“Our students live, sleep, eat and 
breathe football - but they can’t all go 
on to become a professional footballer,” 
said Stella Raphael-Reeves, Stour¬ 
bridge College’s director of sporting 
excellence. 

Gained 

“If you think how huge the global 
football machine is now, there are 
many careers in UK clubs and around 
the world, in coaching, management 
and education and we can equip them 
for that.” 

Former Birmingham City player 
Jerry Gill, who is manager of the Kid¬ 
derminster Harriers Football Academy 
and a newly-appointed scout for Pre¬ 
miership new boys Norwich City, said: 
“The qualifications gained here will 
provide a safety net for the students if 
they don’t become pros or for after the 
end of their footballing career. 

“I wish there had been something 
like it for me when I was growing up.” 

A total of 81 students, from all over 


the Black Country and Birmingham, 
currently attend the academy, based at 
the 40-acre former Brintons Field and 
Chain Wire Club in Zortech Avenue, 
Kidderminster. There are eight foot¬ 


ball pitches and the students turn out 
in leagues playing as Kidderminster 
Harriers Football Academy teams. 

The Harriers first team players reg¬ 
ularly train with them.

Book's thread weaves through 
the history of carpet industry 


LONG-lost factories which domi¬ 
nated Kidderminster at the height of 
its carpet-making industry are cele¬ 
brated in a new book written to tie-in 
with the opening of the town’s new 
museum. 

Former carpet worker-turned historian 
Melvyn Thompson has spent five years 
putting the volume together, in order to create 
a “virtual walk” around some of the town’s 
best-known sites. 

The book, called Mills and Tall Chimneys of 
Kidderminster 1850s to 2010, will go on 
general sale at Kidderminster Carpet Museum 
when the attraction opens on Saturday. 

It has been written to complement the 
exhibits at the museum and more than 300 
advance copies of the book have already been 
sold privately. Mr Thompson has been heavily

involved in setting up the museum, which is 
based at the former Stourvale Mill, Green 
Street. The history of the site is one of those 
detailed in the volume along with other facto¬ 
ries, some of which have now been lost. 

The mill, which is now owned by supermar¬ 
ket giant Morrisons and leased to the Carpet 
Museum Trust, was once owned by the Wood¬ 
ward Grosvenor firm. 

Volumes 

Among the lost factories featured in the 
volume includes the old Brintons factory, in 
Castle Road, which is now the site of a Tesco 
supermarket. 

The factory, once the historic firm’s main 
base of operations, once employed around 
2,000 workers from the town. 


Demolition of the large building started in 
2000 which included work to divert the River 
Stour to accommodate the new supermarket. 

All that remains of the site is the offices, in 
Exchange Street, which were built in 1876. 
The firm has only recently vacated this build¬ 
ing. 

Another well-known building was the 
former Carpet Trades (Gilt Edge) site where 
the Crossley Retail Park is now located. A 
modern frontage to the site was built in 1962 
and again the site employed around 2,000 
people. 

The new building only lasted just over 30 
years and was taken down in 1993. There is 
now no sign of the once impressive factory left 
in place. 

Another site lost to history is the T&A 
Naylor building, in Green Street, which is now 
the site of a large B&Q store.

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Finance chief who plundered cash from 
nursing home residents escapes prison 



Tracy Bennett stole £22,000 


THE finance chief of a nursing home who 
raided savings set aside to buy toiletries 
for the elderly residents while plundering 
more than £20,000 from its bank 
accounts has been spared jail. 

Debt-ridden Tracy Bennett moved almost £3,000 
into a personal bank account to pay her bills and then 
fiddled the books in a bid to cover it up, a judge heard. 

She forged signatures on receipts that suggested the 
money had gone on buying a specialist chair, paying 
solicitor’s fees or other expenses for residents at Hol- 
beche House in Wall Heath, Dudley. The 40-year-old 
single mother of twin girls also syphoned off a further 


£17,545 paid by local authorities to cover the accom¬ 
modation costs of people living at the home between 
November and this February, Wolverhampton Crown 
court heard on Monday. She joined the home in 2008 
and worked her way up to become its administrator in 
charge of the finances. Bennett took cash from bank 
accounts of the nursing home that handled fees and 
the personal allowances of residents. 

Mr Edward Soulsby prosecuting, said: “In the case 
of the allowance account she forged signatures on 
receipts to cover the expenditure while with the fees 
she relied on councils not always being able to keep as 
close an eye on individual accounts as an immediate 
family.” He added: “The allowance account contained 


the benefit entitlement of residents to be used on toi¬ 
letries, bus fares and such like.” 

Mr Bernard Porter, defending, said £8,500 found in 
her account had been frozen and she will face a Pro¬ 
ceeds of Crime hearing. He added: “She was a trusted 
employee who buried her head in the sand as personal 
debts become overwhelming, then panicked.” 

Bennett, from Broad Street, Kingswinford, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of fraud involving £20,496 and 
was given a 42-week suspended jail sentence. Judge 
Martin Walsh said she had not been jailed immediately 
because of her health, children and previous good 
character. The home’s operator said afterwards resi¬ 
dents who suffered a loss would be reimbursed. 


Shops boss hits

BOSSES at a Dudley shopping precinct claim 
Dudley is not an appropriate location for two 
multi-million pound retail and leisure devel¬ 
opments. Steve Carlin, director for London & 
Cambridge Properties, which owns the 
Churchill Shopping Centre, has written to 
Dudley Council objecting to plans. 

Commercial Estates Group wants to build 
a £20million development. It wants to demol¬ 
ish Falcon House in the Minories. Avenbury 
wants to develop the largely derelict Porters 
Field site, which includes old office block 
Cavendish House in Trindle Road. 

Speaking against Porters Field, he said: 
“Whilst LCP supports the redevelopment of 
this derelict and unsightly part of Dudley 
town centre and welcomes the development 
of a foodstore, it considers this is not an 
appropriate location for a non-food retail 
scheme.”

A BUSINESSMAN dodged up to 
£242,000 in fuel duty by illegally 
selling kerosene as road fuel to 
cash-strapped Dudley motorists, 
a court heard. 

Gavyn Roger Jewkes, aged 34, admitted 
making 20p a litre on deals between May 
2008 and July 2011. About 400,000 litres of 
the heating oil kerosene was sold. 

Unsuspecting customers bought the oil 
from a diesel pump at the Central Trading 
Estate in Shaw Road, Dudley. 

The racket had been started by his late 
father but queues formed outside the “unof¬ 
ficial fuel depot” as news of the scam spread, 
a judge heard. The business had never had a 
licence to sell kerosene which, unlike diesel, 
does not have duty on it and can damage 
vehicle engines. 

Jewkes was selling the fuel at around £1 a 
litre while legitimate diesel was on sale at up 
to £1.37 during the period of the scam. 

Prosecutor Mr Stuart Clarkson told 
Shrewsbury Crown Court: “Word got out 
that it was on sale and a number of vehicles 
were stopped having refilled at that estate. 
They were found to have fuel in their tanks 
for which duty had not been paid.” 

Jewkes accepted responsibility for some 
but not all of the evasion. Jewkes, of Claydon 
Road, Dudley admitted knowingly being 
involved in fraudulently evading duty, and 
was given a 12 month jail term suspended 
for two years and 240 hours’ unpaid work. 

The judge directed a not guilty verdict on 
Jewkes’s partner Emma Jones, 33, and also 
from Claydon Road, who had denied the 
charge.

AN elderly man died when his car 
was engulfed by a “raging 
inferno” after careering off a 
country lane and across two 
fields before coming to rest, an 
inquest heard. 

It was thought 83-year-old Ronald Titter- 
ton, may have suffered a heart problem 
before losing control of the vehicle but it was 
not known whether he died before or after it 
burst into flames. 

His foot remained down on the accelera¬ 
tor as the vehicle veered 175 metres across 
the fields, only slowing to a halt due to the 
crops in a cornfield. 

A neighbour raised the alarm after seeing 
the vehicle become engulfed in flames in the 
field, between Northampton Lane and 
Woodhall Lane, Ombersley, near Stourport. 

Worcestershire Coroner Geraint Williams 
recorded an open verdict at the Stourport 
inquest, saying he could not be sure whether 
death was from natural causes or accidental, 
although he was satisfied he had suffered 
some kind of “cardiac event”. 

He said the blaze had been a raging 
inferno. 

Mr Titterton, a retired housing officer, of 
Uphampton Lane, Ombersley, died in the 
incident at about 10.45am on June 28. 

Home Office pathologist Dr Alexander 
Kolar told the inquest he was unable to find 
a cause of death but Mr Titterton had “sig¬ 
nificant” heart abnormailities which could 
have killed him at any time.

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10-year animal ban for pair 
who kept dog on a balcony 


Verdict over 
jobs delayed 

A DECISION on new plans to trans¬ 
form a warehouse in Smethwick into 
a banqueting and community centre 
creating 30 jobs has been deferred. 

New Heritage Ltd applied to 
Sandwell Council to turn the disused 
Downing Street warehouse into a 
venue to cater for up to 500 guests. 

Plans were submitted earlier this 
year but a revised proposal, including 
parking and a 78-space overflow car 
park, were lodged with the authority. 

The plans was recommended for 
approval but the planning committee 
opted to visit the site before deciding. 

Will Charlton of agents Brook 
Smith Planning, said told the com¬ 
mittee redevelopment would have a 
positive impact on the area. 


A COUPLE who kept their dog 
on the balcony of their 
Wednesbury home for up to a 
week at a time have been 
banned from owning animals 
for 10 years. 

Carleen Abraham and Dale Reberir 
were also not feeding Banner the bull 
mastiff properly when the RSPCA paid 
visited. 

The inspectors discovered the dog out 


on the balcony which was covered in 
urine and faeces. The dog was also 
found to be severely underweight. 

It was immediately taken to a vet and 
has since recovered. 

Abraham, aged 25, and Reberir, 24, of 
Coronation Road, appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates’ Court last week. 

They admitted two charges each of 
failing to ensure their pet had a suitable 
diet and was provided with a suitable 
environment. 

Mr Roger Price, prosecuting on 


behalf of the RSPCA, told the court that 
the charity had warned Abraham and 
Reberir about keeping Banner out on 
the balcony in March. 

Two months later RSPCA inspectors 
returned to find him still standing on 
the balcony. 

Mr Price said: “The dog had no 
shelter, nowhere to sit and there was no 
sign of food.” 

Mr Richard Quinn, defending, told 
the court: “These two people do not 
make a habit of getting into trouble. 


“There was no cruelty directed 
towards the dog.” 

The court heard that Reberir had 
taken the dog from a friend who could 
no longer look after it. Mr Quinn added: 
“It would appear the neglect was over a 
very short time period.” 

Abraham was given a six-month 
supervision order, while Reberir was 
handed a 12-month community order 
with 100 hours of unpaid work. 

The defendants were ordered to pay 
court costs of £250 each. 


Passengers

Museum cuts to

THE chairman of the Black 
Country Living Museum 
Trust has defended plans to 
cut up to 70 jobs saying they 
must adapt in the face of 
“prolonged, challenging and 
uncertain” times. 

John Hughes has written 
to a group who want to meet 
trustees to discuss contro¬ 
versial plans. 

In the open letter to the 
group running the website 
Save the BCLM, he said: “A 
critical part of realising this 
potential lies in the museum 
going beyond simply being a 
purveyor of nostalgia, with 
history and the past seen as 
a safe haven in a fast-chang¬ 
ing world, to creating 
engagement with audiences 
where history is not a 
retreat, but a catalyst. 

“And while recognising 
and accepting that achieving 
popularity is very important 
to us and a major validation 
of what we do, it is by no 
means the only outcome we 
aspire to, when promoting 
the unique and powerful 
story of the Black Country. 


“Nevertheless, in com¬ 
mon with many organisa¬ 
tions, in the public and 
private sectors, the museum 
- a self-funded cha-rity - has 
to adapt in the face of pro¬ 
longed, challenging and 
uncertain economic times. 

“This has impacted signif¬ 
icantly on the level of visitor 
attendance and income seen 
at the museum this year, as 
well as resulting in the with¬ 
drawal of local authority 
funding. 

Impact 

“We are very mindful of 
the impact of the proposed 
changes on the lives of our 
staff. Consultations with 
them are ongoing and so far, 
after a period of six weeks, 
have involved 250 individual 
and group consultation 
meetings.”

1,000 draw battlelines 
in row over quarry site 



MORE than 1,000 names have 
been gathered on a petition as 
residents prepare to descend on 
a council meeting to fight plans 
for a recycling facility at a Dudley 
quarry. 

The proposals for Ketley Quarry in 
Kingswinford are expected to go before 
planning chiefs in the coming weeks - 
heralding the next stage of a long-running 
dispute with residents. 

Along with the petition, residents have 
written more than 350 letters of objection. 
And are considering staging a protest 
outside the planning meeting when the 
application is to be considered. 

Bosses at tilemakers Hinton Perry and 
Davenhill insist they have always addressed 
complaints from residents and have co-oper¬ 
ated with council officials. 

Neighbours of the site have already called 
for council chiefs to measure the impact the 
site is having on the area. Operator WCL 
was recently given permission for vehicles to 
arrive at 7.30am instead of 8am. 

But residents say trucks waiting to enter 
the site are causing tailbacks. It comes after 
bosses at the firm were warned by council 
chiefs earlier this month when lorries were 
caught entering the site before 7.30am. 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley said: “The 
road outside the site just can’t cope with any 
more traffic.” 

Alex Patrick-Smith, managing director of 
Hinton Perry and Davenhill, said Councillor 
Harley and local residents were trying to 
“get in the way of the growth of business”.

A “DESPICABLE” home help stole 
£400 from a vulnerable 84-year- 
old pensioner at her Halesowen 
care home. 

Mother-of-two Samantha Bowater, aged 
32, befriended June Sidaway at Margaret 
Vine Court in order to steal the cash, a court 
heard. 

Handing her a 32-month suspended sen¬ 
tence the judge at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court said her crimes were “thoroughly 
mean and despicable”. 

Bowater, of New John Street, Halesowen, 
went to Mrs Sidaway’s flat on February 18 . 

The defendant’s own grandmother also 
lived there the court heard. 

Prosecutor Mr Nicholas Smith said, the 
defendant searched through drawers and 
even made coffee for her and Mrs Sidaway. 

“The victim then saw her take something 
from a drawer, which it transpired was 
£400.” 

CCTV footage identified Bowater, who 
admitted to going inside the flat but initially 
denied burglary and theft. She later pleaded 
guilty to both charges September 12, the day 
of her proposed trial. 

Mr Robert Cowley, defending, said: “Over 
recent times she had problems with debt 
and ill-health and had relapsed into taking 
drugs, “Her offending was due to an under¬ 
lying problem with drugs and she has since 
done everything she can to address that.” 

Judge Martin Walsh ordered Bowater to 
undertake a drug rehabilitation require¬ 
ment for 12 months and be placed under a 
two-year community order, as well as com¬ 
pleting 200 hours of unpaid work.

A tenacious crowd

THERE was a certain tenacity about the packed 
crowd to grab a place at the Civic Hall to see Holly¬ 
wood legend Jack Black.

Queen of 
mean can 
still shock 

Joan Rivers, Symphony Hall, 
Birmingham 

THE veteran American comedienne is in 
her 80th year but age has not mellowed 
her, nor has it withered her but that’s due 
to plastic surgery. 

And at 79 she is enjoying a renaissance 
thanks to satellite TV shows Fashion 
Police, a bitch fest’ at the expense of 
celebrities, and her own reality series 
with daughter Melissa. 

Almost nothing is off limits for Joan’s 
outrageous comments (she avoids poli¬ 
tics). A few audience members walked 
out during her expletive-strewn hour on 
the stage. Though really what did they 
expect? The Queen of Mean has been 
doing her “I hate...” schtik for around 
half a century now. 

So the blind, the deaf, stroke victims, 
the entire populations of Mexico and 
China, the elderly (oh the irony), the 
thin, the fat, the good, the bad and the 
ugly got the Joan treatment. 

Comments 

Even an audience largely made up of 
her Joan rangers (as the fans are known) 
went a little quiet when she turned to 
paedophilia, senior citizen sex and con¬ 
centration camps. 

And most of her comments about 
famous celebrities are unprintable, par¬ 
ticularly her final one about a new 
member of the royal family. 

She remains wickedly funny and has 
the virtue of making herself the butt of 
her own gags, unlike Frankie Boyle, but 
I did detect a little more rambling and a 
little less snap in her quick-fire New York 
style of patter than on previous visits. 

It was called the ‘Now or Never Tour... 
don’t wait this could be IT.’ She reflected 
on her mortality in typical style, telling 
us how popular we would be with a story 
about seeing Joan Rivers drop dead on 
stage. 

The comedy scene - and America’s sur¬ 
geons - would miss her.

WHEN a car designer tells you 
the fuel filler flap is “rather 
special” it’s not hard to deduce 
that many, many man hours have 
been sweated over the car this 
little metal cover is attached to.

Golf, seventh in a line that stretches back 
38 years and more than 29 million cars. So 
yes, you could say getting the Golf right is 
important for the people in the design 
department. 

And everyone within Volkswagen itself, 
for that matter. 

A quarter of all new VWs sold in Europe 
are Golfs; in Britain it’s more still - almost 
one in three. 

So no wonder VW treads carefully when 
it’s time for a new one (it arrives here in 
January). 

To many eyes this latest Golf (Mk VII) is 
the best looking of the lot, and still very 
obviously a Golf 

Back to the same designer quoted above: 
it’s important you can tell you’re looking 
at a Golf (any Golf) from 200 yards away. 
It’s a marketing virtue enjoyed by few 
other cars, with the Porsche 911 and 



Range Rover on our designer’s short list. 

Volkswagen is proud of lots of its vital 
new baby’s features, but cutting up to 100 
kilos from a car that’s longer and wider 
than before, and rather roomier for people 
and luggage is top of the list. 

This slimming regime means better per¬ 
formance, improved economy and lower 
emissions. A useful 23 kilos, the weight of 
a well stuffed holiday suitcase, has been 
shaved from the body alone, but VW says 
clever design has left it stronger and safer 
than ever. 

Minimize 

Among the safety upgrades are brakes 
that slow the vehicle after a collision 
(when the driver might be occupied else¬ 
where) to minimize the risk of a second 
impact. 

Buy a posher version and it will bang on 
the brakes by itself if it detects an impend¬ 
ing low speed collision. 

There are, in fact, a host of safety and 
luxury features offered that have been 
drawn down from cars in the class above, 


VW is like being in seventh heaven 


The seventh edition of Volkswagen’s superstar Golf starts at £16,330 


including adaptive cruise control that 
keeps a set distance to the vehicle ahead 
and suspension with five driver-selected 
settings. And talking of suspension, this 
new Golf rides quite beautifully, subtly 
levelling out the sometimes bumpy Sar¬ 
dinian roads chosen to show off the new¬ 
comer. 

Add in a quality interior that makes you 
wonder why anyone would choose a dearer 
new Audi A3 (a fine car in its latest guise, 
but a new Golf underneath) when they go 
shopping for a classless hatchback. 

Automatic 

The new Golf goes on sale here in 
January, costing from £16,330 for the 
entry level 1.2 litre S to £24,625 for the 
range topping GT 2.0 litre TDI 150 with 
the quite excellent DSG automatic 
gearbox. 

It took only a very few miles in both a 1.4 
litre petrol and 2.0 litre diesel to reveal a 
car that’s instant five star material. 

The 1.4 petrol impressed with plenty of 
punch and you’d never know that two of 
the engine’s four cylinders close down on 
light throttle openings to save fuel. 

You can hear the engine more in the 
diesel, but it’s a distant sporty hum that 


adds to the drive rather than proving a 
noisy distraction. 

Neither car has quite the nimble enthu¬ 
siasm for a corner you’ll find in a Focus, 
but they feel so grown up and polished you 


don’t want the journey to end. 

The designers must already be gently 
imagining what they’ll do when Golf Mk 
VIII is needed in a few years’ time. I don’t 
envy their task...

Korean giant aiming at 
turbo-charged Veloster 


HYUNDAI is planning an 
entry-level Veloster Turbo tar¬ 
geted at a list price of less 
than £20,000, it has been con¬ 
firmed. 

A version called the Turbo SE 
(Special Equipment) recently went on 
sale for £21,995, fitted as standard 
with a huge kit list that includes 
leather seats, climate control, satnav 
and 18in two-tone alloy wheels. 


However, a Hyundai UK insider has 
revealed that a new version of the 
‘ 1+2-door’ car is on the way, with some 
of the Turbo SE’s kit removed, such as 
satellite navigation and leather seats, 
and a list price at least £2,000 lower. 

The aim is reported to be to main¬ 
tain as much of the functional equip¬ 
ment as possible, losing only 
superfluous luxury items. 

The key visual features such as the 
body kit, longer spoiler and 18in alloys 


are set to stay, unless the alloy wheels 
need to be downsized to visually differ¬ 
entiate the two versions.

A turbocharged engine has brought 
new verve and dynamism to the 
unusual Korean design, and it is hoped 
that following the flagship Turbo SE, a 
cheaper model will help to expand the 
model’s appeal and affordability. 

Further details are expected by 
March next year.
